New Edition of the Britannica an Im¬ 
portant Addition—New Maga¬ 
zine Liet Out 


Library patrons will be interested to 
learn that the new edition of the En¬ 
cyclopedia Britannica has been re¬ 
ceived and is now available for refer¬ 
ence work. It is undoubtedly the most 
important accession in the history of 
the library, none of the previous edi¬ 
tions. of the Britannica having beep 
acquired. This is the very latest edi¬ 
tion and, as has been noted before, is 
not a revision but a completely new 
work. 

The set of thirty volumes was re¬ 
ceived yesterday and is now installed 
in its special case. The books are 
bound in half morocco. It was thought 
best by the trustees to order the edi¬ 
tion printed on the regular paper in 
place of the India paper edition which 
was at first considered. Libraries 
which received the first sets of the 
India paper edition soon found that it 
was not going to stand the wear and 
tear of use as well as the thicker 
paper.

WORKING ON STREETS 

“Uncle’ Henry Hosmer has been act¬ 
ing upon the theory that the law in¬ 
tends that cities of the sixth class 
shall have a working street superin¬ 
tendent instead of merely an overseer 
or inspector. Consequently he has 
been putiing in his time pretty stead¬ 
ily since his recent appointment to 
the position. The most important 
work so far accomplished has been the 
cleaning out of all the box culverts 
where the gravel accumulations might 
impede the flow of storm water w’hen 
the rains begin. Much work has also 
been done in the way of cleaning up 
gutters and parkings. The old street 
signs have been taken down where 
street names were changed or where 
there was a duplication when the 
names were painted on the curbings. 
He is also trying to figure out some 
economical method of removing grav¬ 
el and other debris from the surface 
of the improved streets. The top 
dressing of gravel which was applied 
when the streets were first paved has 
never been removed, though it is in¬ 
tended to remain only until the oiled 
street becomes settled and hard. The 
matter has been up for discussion with 
the board of trustees and it seems 
likely that some sort of a horse drawn 
sweeper will be purchased if the cost 
is not prohibitive. 


MOUNTAIN LION COMES CLOSE 

Residents of the upper end of Sierra 
Madre Villa Tract have been made 
aware of the presence of a mountain 
lion in the villa canyon the past few 
days. The animal was apparently first 
disturbed by some boys shooting in the 
canyon and emitted a roar that was 
heard plainly all over the tract. Later 
he was seen by several people w’ho 
pronounced him an immense specimen 
of his kind. It is seldom that moun¬ 
tain lions are seen so near the val¬ 
ley, though one has been seen occas¬ 
ionally near the hermit’s cabin in the 
Big Santa Anita. It is thought that 
the presence of this one on the lower 
slopes of the mountains may have 
something to do with the number of 
deer which have been seen still lower 
down. They were probably fright¬ 
ened out of their usual haunts in the 
mountain brush.

COMPANY PUSHING 
NEW CEMENT BRICK 

PROMISING NEW INDUSTRY 

Manufacture of New Building Brick 
From Cement is' Begun on a 
Large Scale 


Cement brick and tile made on new 
lines form the basis of the business 
of a new corporation called the Cali¬ 
fornia Unit Brick & Tile Company. 
F. R. Yerxa is president, Gen. John¬ 
ston Jones of Los Angeles, is vice pre¬ 
sident, and Cabot A. Yerxa is secre¬ 
tary and treasurer. Offices have been 
opened in the Lankershim Building and 
present indications are that the in¬ 
dustry will develop to large propor¬ 
tions in the near future. Mr. Yerxa is 
very enthusiastic oyer the outlook. 

Comprehensive patents covering the 
design of the new' brick and tile and 
the machinery necessary for their man¬ 
ufacture are owned by the company. 
Territory is being sold for their manu¬ 
facture on a royalty basis. A Mr. 
Miles has purchased the Los Angeles 
territory and is building a factory 
which will turn them out on a large 
scale. Already a “demonstration 
house” is under construction near 
Sierra Vista station, showing how the 
new materials may be used. Territory 
has also been assigned in a number 
of smaller cities. 

The "unit” brick involves a new 
idea in the making of cement blocks 
for building purposes. Both labor and 
material are economized in manufac¬ 
ture, as compared with the old style 
cement block. The latter are usually 
made one at a time and each has to> 
be tamped carefully into a mould. The 
"unit” blick can be made in large 
numbers at a time, less material is re¬ 
quired and they are said to be more 
convenient to use. 

The "unit” brick is really not a com¬ 
plete brick but only two sides, or a 
side and an end of a large brick, join¬ 
ed at right angles. Each wall is a 
half or three-quarters of an inch 
thick. The moulds are set up on edge, 
close together and several in a row 
and are filled by “slushing” in a rich 
mixture of cement, which is much 
quicker than tamping a mixture con- 
tining more sand. The resulting brick 
or tile is also harder. The units are 
not assembled into block form until 
they are placed in the wall. In ad¬ 
dition to the building brick the com¬ 
pany also controls the manufacture of 
a cement tile for roof purposes which 
is coming into great favor for struc¬ 
tures of mission type. 

Mr. F. R. Yerxa is planning to give 
a large part of his time to the affairs 
of the company. He is very enthusi¬ 
astic over the outlook and is confident 
that the business will prove to be an 
important one. He says the company 
expects to have the Unit brick and tile 
adopted for some very large construc¬ 
tion work in the near future.

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OWENS VALLEY IMPRESSIONS 


abundant faith in the future of Lone 
Pine and possesses the kind of energy 
and ambition which are essential to 
the development of new’ country. W. 
S. Miller is another booster of the 
right type. Deciduous fruits, alfalfa 
and vegetables of all kinds are raised 
with great success around Lone Pine. 
Magnificent specimens of apples and 
pears were found in the orchard of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwards at whose hos¬ 
pitable home the officers of the associ¬ 
ation were entertained. Other orchards 
were also inspected, but most of them 
merely showed the possibilities. For 
the old trees of very ordinary varieties 
bore heavy crops of magnificent fruit 
w’hich gave ground for guessing what 
selected varieties would do with pro¬ 
per attention. 

Manzanar 

At Manzanar, between Lone Pine and 
Independence, apple culture has been 
undertaken on a large scale. The 
Owens Valley Improvement Company 
has set out 25,000 acres in apples. The 
land is being sold off in tracts of all 
sizes. The visiting editors were pre¬ 
sented with sample boxes of fine ap¬ 
ples with an apology for their poor 
quality because of the fact that they 
were the earliest of the season. If 
those samples were poor the late ap¬ 
ples must be winders. 

Independence 

Independence is the county seat and 
another tree hidden town of the type 
w’hich is a pleasant sight to eyes re¬ 
cently wearied by the glare of the des¬ 
ert. It is the center of a rich agri¬ 
cultural section. It is one of the old 
settlements of the state. The visit¬ 
ing editors were unable to stop more 
than a few minutes there but were giv¬ 
en the glad hand by a number of the 
hospitable people. 

Big Pine 

The hospitable spirit of Big Pine 
was much in evidence when the edi¬ 
torial party stopped there. A delega¬ 
tion of citizens headed by Fred Eaton, 
former mayor of Los Angeles, extend¬ 
ed the glad hand and led the proces¬ 
sion to the town hall where a magni¬ 
ficent dinner was served. Venison, 
brought down the previous day from 
the mountains by the local game war¬ 
den, was an important feature. Big 
Pine Creek is one of the finest streams 
flowing down the east slope of the 
Sierras and f irnishes abundant water 
for irrigation. 

Four miles from Big Pine is the fa¬ 
mous chicken ranch of Mr. Eaton. He 
has spent about $100,000 on improve¬ 
ments, and expects to spend about 
$150,000 more, making it the largest 
in the world. Striking features are 
a brooder house 660 feet long, with a 
capacity of 18,000 chicks at one time, 
an. incubator with a capacity of 30,000 
eggs, a feed mill and elevator where 
all the feed is ground, and the thous¬ 
ands of beautiful white leghorn chic¬ 
kens. no other breed being kept. Yes, 
you guessed it—this is an egg ranch, 
not a poultry ranch. 


undeveloped, lack of transportation 
facilities being the great handicap. 
Keeler, on the east side of Owens lake 
and the southern terminus of the nar¬ 
row guage line, is the shipping point 
for the famous Cerro Gordo Mine, 
from which about $15,000,000 has been 
taken. At Keeler are located soda 
works which produce more than half 
the soda of the United States. 

The writer treasures a beautiful 
piece of ore from Keeler. It was 
mounted as a “scarf pin’’ on the end 
of a hat pin, the weight being about a 
quarter of a pound. Abundant and dis 
tinct show’ings of gold, silver, copper 
and lead can be plainly seen. It was 
presented to the writer as president 
of the Press association at the ban¬ 
quet given by the people of Bishop, 
the Keeler Boosters’ Club sending it 
with their compliments because of 
their inability to send a delegation to 
the banquet. 

An interesting industry is being pro¬ 
moted by a company of which White 
Smith of Bishop is president, the scene 
of operations being but a few miles 
from Keeler. Just over the range is 
the Saline Valley, where is found the 
purest natural salt deposit in the 
world, covering two square miles. No¬ 
body know’s how deep it is. The salt 
is in great flaky crystals and is snow 
white. This valley is inaccessible to 
an ordinary railway and contains no 
drinkable water. The Saline Valley 
Salt Company is at work on a tram¬ 
way which will bring the salt up from 
the valley to the crest of the range, a 
lift of 6,000 feet, and lower it on the 
Owens Valley side. In the same val¬ 
ley are extensive and wonderfully rich 
copper deposits. Experts for big in¬ 
terests admit after inspection that they 
can hardly be surpassed for richness, 
but say the time is not yet ripe to 
justify the expense which would be 
necessary to reach them with adequate 
transportation facilities. 

Ranch Land and Townsites 

Practically all of the land now under 
cultivation is located along the western 
side of the valley. Consequently the 
towns are found along that side, where 
water from the snow-clad Sierras is 
abundant. The railroad, however, was 
built to reach the mines on the easter¬ 
ly side of the valley, and consequently 
all the towns of consequence are lo¬ 
cated from four to ten miles from their 
railroad stations. Naming them in or¬ 
der as they are reached from the south 
the towns of the agricultural section 
are Lone Pine, Independence, Big 
Pine and Bishop. 

Lone Pine 

Lone Pine is beautifully situated at 
the foot of Mt. Whitney. It is sup¬ 
plied with water from Lone Pine Creek 
and other streams from the Sierras. 
There is excellent ranch land all 
around it. The town also has a future 
as a nleasure resort town. A. A. Huy, 


Intense interest in the Owens Val¬ 
ley country is manifested on all sides 
and by all classes of people. So many 
questions have been fired at the editor 
of the News since his recent trip up 
there with the Los Angeles County 
Press association that he has been 
made to feel somewhat like an ex¬ 
plorer returned from a newly found 
land. Wthile the Owens Valley con¬ 
tains some of the oldest settlements in 
the state, the valley was little known 
to Southern California until the Los 
Angeles Aqueduct project was started. 
And even then it was inaccessible un¬ 
til the building of the Southern Paci¬ 
fic’s new line north from Mojave along 
the line of the aqueduct as far as 
Owenyo where it joins the old narrow 
guage line which enters the valley 
from the north where it runs into 

Nevada. 

It is a tradition among inhabitants 
of the valley that the Owens river 
water has properties similar to those 
of the Hassayampa, affecting those 
who imbibe so that they never again 
tell the truth. The writer took only 
a very small drink and will do his 
best to avoid being influenced by any 
such properties in the water in what 
he has to say regarding the valley. To 
be sure the diet of the editors dur¬ 
ing their stay in the valley was large¬ 
ly of fried chicken but any tendency 
toward flighty remarks which the eat¬ 
ing of so much fowl might have in¬ 
duced at the time would probably be 
overcome in the three weeks which 
have intervened. 

For convenience the observations 
this week will be confined largely to 
Inyo County and the Owens Valley in' 
gei.cral. Next week the town of Bishop 
and its tributary country will receive 
attention. The valley is considered 
first so that better ideas of the gen¬ 
eral situation may be furnished. 

Inyo County 

Inyo county is the second largest in 
the state. It contains the highest 
mountain peak and the most depressed 
valley in the United States. Death 
Valley reaches a depth of 422 feet be¬ 
low sea level, and Mt. Whitney rears 
its crest 14,502 feet above sea level, 
making a total of 14,924 feet between 
the extreme levels of the county. Mt. 
Whitney is merely one peak in the 
lofty ridge of the Sierra Nevadas, the 
watershed of which forms the western 
boundary of Inyo county. As seen from 
the valley below Mt. Whitney does not 
tower appreciably above the other 
peaks in the range, many of which are 
more than 13,000 feet high. The east 
slope of the Sierras rises quite abrupt¬ 
ly above the Owens valley. It is very- 
apparent that the abrupt rise was 
caused by a geological "fault” by which 
the granite formation of the Sierras 
was gradually pushed upward, high 
above the level of the land lying to 
the east of the line of fracture. On 
the east the valley is hemmed in by 
the White Mountains and the Coso 
range, presenting formations .astly 
different and much older than tne Sier¬ 
ras. They rise to an elevation of 
8,000 or 9.000 feet. Between these two 
ranges lies the Owens Valley, varying 
from four to 15 miles in width and ex¬ 
tending about 100 miles north and 
south. This valley contains practical¬ 
ly all the agricultural land in Inyo 
county. Most of the county east of the 
valley is mountainous, with such de- 
nressions as Death Valley, Panamint

I HOW MANY DEER ARE KILLED? 

State Fish and Game Commission 
! Seeking Information 

; When Theodore Roosevelt, who is 
a great and mighty hunter, was gov¬ 
ernor of the state of New York, he is 
credited with having made the decla¬ 
ration that “one deer in its native 
woods is worth more to the people 
than twenty deer hung up in the stalls 
of a market.” 

The California fish and game com¬ 
missioner, animated by similar senti¬ 
ment, has undertaken the task of 
_ ascertaining how many deer are be¬ 
ing killed in the several game districts 
of the state, appreciating that to se¬ 
cure these statistics it must depend 
largely upon the friendly asistance of 
the general public. 

Orders to begin gathering this deer¬ 
killing information have gone out to 
the district game wardens by mail, 
j In this district hundreds of such re¬ 
quests addressed to the United States 
forest rangers, the sellers of sports¬ 
men’s goods, sportsmen, keepers of 
mountain stores and resorts, mining 
superintendents and others who are 
in a Dosition to learn of the results 
of successful deer hunts and person- 
I ally are sufficiently interested in the 
movement to furnish the desired in¬ 
formation. 

These channels of information are 
in additon to those possessed by the 
district wardens and their deputies 
who are under special instructions, 
the character of which are for ob¬ 
vious reasons kept a secret, because 
. I they have to do with detections of 
violations of the game law. 

The requests that are ^oing out 
from the district warden offices read 
as follows: 

Board of Fish and Game Commis¬ 
sioners. Balboa Building, 
fan Francisco, Cal.. Aug. 12, 1911. 
Dear Sir:'—For the purpose of pre¬ 
paring statistics the fish and game 
commissi n is trying to learn how 
many deer are killed annually in each 
ection of the state. You will no 
doubt readily recognize the value of 
such statistics to the interests in¬ 
volved. 

While we realize the magnitude of 
the undertaking we nevertheless hope 
to arrive at a fairly close estimate 
through the co-operation of those 
who are best in a position to learn 
the facts. Accordingly we now invite 
you to keep yourself informed of the 
number of deer killed in your section 
during the season 1911 and to report 
to this office during the month fol¬ 
lowing the closing of the season such 
facts as you shall have been able to 
gather. 

In order to avoid complications 
and the possible chance of a double 
count we ask you to specify, if 
not the name of the shooter, at 
least the approximate time and place 
of the killing: Thus: 

August 20th, J<ohn Smith, ranger. | 
one deer at Basalt Meadow. 

August 25th. party of four hunting 
in Minarets county, three deer. 

Month of August, party of five 
men from Fresno, on trip to head¬ 
waters, Fish Creek, four deer. 

Month of August, party of six from 
Lrv- Angeles on trip, Sugar Pine to 
A, lddle Joaquin, said to have killed 
three deer, etc., etc., etc. 

For mutual convenience we en¬ 
dorse blank forms, to be used in 
making the report. 

Assuring you of our sincere appre¬ 
ciation of whatever assistance you, 
may lend us, we have the honor to re¬ 
main, Yours respectfully. 

FISH AND GAME COMMISSION,

This information may serve sev¬ 
eral purposes. In a number of the 
eastern states where game abounds 
such statistics are secured as a mark- ■ 


ing basis in game matters. The local 
data may enter largely in the consid¬ 
eration of future protection laws, and 
the regulation of bounties of preda¬ 
tory animals that prey upon deer. It 
may also go far from the commercial 
standpoint in the matter of tourists 
and hunters to show the money value 
of the presence of deer in a particu¬ 
lar locality favored by the sportsman 
and the huntsman. Roosevelt said 
when he was governor of New York 
that a live deer in the woods is worth 
twenty dead ones hanging up in a 
market, meaning that a deer country 
invites the outdoor strenuous life.

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ORDINANCE NO. 147 


An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre Order¬ 
ing Certain Work to Be Done on a 
Portion of Montecito Avenue, in Said 
City of Sierra Madre. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. That the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Sierra Madre 
deems it to be required by the public 
need and convenience, and hereby or¬ 
ders that the following street work be 
done, to-wit: 

First. That said Montecito Avenue, 
from the west curb line of Sunnyside 
Avenue on the east, to the east curb 
line of Sierra Madre Avenue on the 
west, including all intersections, (ex¬ 
cept such portions of said street and j 
intersections as are required by law 
to be kept in order or repair by any 
person or company having railroad 
tracks thereon, and also except such 
portions of said street and intersec¬ 
tions as have already been graded to 
the official line and grade, oiled and 
accepted by said city), be graded and 
oiled in accordance with the plans and 
profiles for such work on file in the 
office of the City Engineer of said 
city, and specifications for such work 
on file in the office of the City Clerk 
of said city, said specifications being 
numbered 10. 

Second. That a cement gutter eigh¬ 
teen inches wide be constructed along 
each side of said Montecito Avenue 
from the west curb line of Sunnyside 
Avenue on the east to th£ east curb 
line of Sierra Madre Avenue on the 
west, (except along such portions of 
said street where a cement gutter has 
been constructed to the official lin° 
and grade, and accepted by said city, 
in accordance with the plans and pro¬ 
files for such work on file in the office 
of the City Engineer of said city, and 
specifications for the construction of 
cement gutters on file in the office of 
the City Clerk of said city, said specifi¬ 
cations being numbered 8.
